Frco Silver and Contraction. 
Very many citizens thouclitlcssly ad- 


vocate Hie Tree and unlimited coinage of 
silver, believing that thereby the volume 
of money in the country would bo great- 
ly fnlaigecl, when in point of fact just 
the reverse would be the result. 


We have now in rou.ni numbers about 


$l,GOO,OOu,UOO of money in citonlation, 
over §000,000 000 ol which are gold, the 
remainder being nearly equally divided 
between silver unrt paper. 


It this country were to adopt tho free 


and unlimited coinage of silver, it would 
at once bring the United States to tilt- 
silver standard of value along with the 
oilier free silver countries o£ tho world, 
such as China, Japan, Mexico, India, 
etc,, and gold would ce;',se to circulate 
as money and would be simply an article 
of commerce. 


Thus by adopting the silver standard, 


over $000,000,000 of our presnnt circulat- 
ing medium would be at once retired, 
and lemaiti out of circulation as long as 
tiie silver stamlaid was maintained by 
the government. 


The remaining $1,000,000.000 of our 


ciiciilating medium would be at once 10- 
duced to just one-half its present value, 
and it would require .-;i! ot our silver 
standard money, both paper and coin, to 
buy the amount of any commodity or 
necessary of life that can now be bought 
for one dollar that is tnamUnnc'd on the 
gold stamlaid. 


Thus the silver standard would lessen 


our money circulation over $000,000.000 
of gold, Uieouly absolutely sound money 
now circulating among the people, and 
the remaining $1,000,000,000 of money 
would bo just equal, in the hamlfi of the 
people, to half that amount of. money at 
our present gold standard ol value. 


In short, free silver would retire over 


$600,000,000 of gold from onr present 
circulating medium, and would reduce 
tlie other $1.0(10,000,000 to $oOO,000,000 
ot actual valuo; and instead of $1,000,- 
00(1,00(1 of money, free silver would leave 
our people with only $5(10,000,000 of pa- 
per and silver money, estimating it at its 
purchasing v.tlna. 


Instead of luving ovur $1 ,(!UO,000,000 


as we have now, free silver would reduce 
thu ciiciilating medium of this cuuutry, 
in its purchasing power, to but $500,- 
000,000, and lite moie silver money \\e 
issued, and tho more paper money wu is- 
sued on the basis of silver, tho cheauei 
our money would uecoine. 


Tims free silver, instead of. increasing 


the volume ot our circulating medium as 
many thoughtlessly assume, would nol, 
only absolutely deprive us of more than 
one-third of onr present money, and the 
best part of it, but would reduce the 
value of our remaining silver and paper 
just one-half in its purchasing power. 


The free silver advocate who urges 


free coinage to increase tiie circulating 
medium, mnsi bj eithei lool or knavo, 
as the facts are as clear as the unclouded 
sun of noonday.—J'hilit. Tlmci.

The flies of old eastern newspapers 


contain descriptions of striking celebra- 
tions and queer events which have oc- 
curred on the natal day of the nation.

July 4, 1777, was noticed by every

While "The Congress" 
and other toasts were drunk the guns on 
Fort Hill, Castle Island, Hull and the 
vessels of war in the harbor fired a grand 
salute.

The 
nformal but vigorous war with France 
lad scarcely ceased. The young repub- 
ic's merchant marine was between the, 
Ires of what has been of late termed 
French "spoliation," and British aggres- 
sion and confiscation of ships and im- 
>risonment of seamen. Then, too, the 
Mediterranean pirates were to be attend- 
ed to, and the preparation of a fleet for 
,lic purpose o£ bringing the "Barbary 
rovers" to task occupied attention. 


All the bells were rung, flags display- 


id, salutes fired by the artillery, by tbe 
Jonstitutiou and Boston frigates, Fort 
.nflependence and by the French corvet 
Jereeau, which last was fancifully de- 
orated with colors. 
The cadets, under Colonel Welles, as 


usual, did the escort duties of the day. 


The fusiliers, under Captain lirazer, 


paraded, performed a variety of evolu- 
tions and firings with intelligence and 
exactness and dined together at Dor- 
chester. 


July 4, 1800, there was a mau and bear 


fight on the Common. The reporters of 
the day failed to record the number of 
rounds or tbe winner. 


July 4, 1810, the town furnished four 


hogsheads of punch, free to all. 


July 4, 1822, from dawn till nearly 


midnight was a jubilee, and the entire 
population of the city, "clad in their 
best attire," were in the streetsoron the 
Common, visiting tbe various decorated 
halls or witnessing the parade of mili- 
tary corps of horse and foot, and numer- 
ous processions, and no scene of tumult 
or indecorum was anywbere to be seen. 


His excellency the governor held the 


usual levee iu the senate chamber. 
Among tnoso who called to pay their re- 
spect were the consul of the king of 
France, John Jacob Astor, of Now York, 
Chief Justice Parker, Rev. President 
ICirklaud, of Harvard University, the 
Society of Cincinnati in a body (about 20 
of the remnant of the Massachusetts line 
of the Kevolutionary army were present 
on the occasion), brigadier General Sul- 
livan and the officers of the Third bri- 
gade, First division (the ollicers were in 
very neat and mostly in new and rich 
uniforms and were upward of 100 in 
number), members of the senate and 
tiouse, mayor, aldermen, clereymen and 
the officials of the Mechanic Charitable 
society. 


The Society of the Cincinnati bold 


their animal meeting at the Exchange 
JolTee house, and 24 gray haired veterans 
of tbe -Revolution aud their sons sat 
down to the dinner. The president of 
,he society read a letter from the Mar- 
]uis Lafayette, and a toast was drunk 
l.o the health of tbe Frenchman. 


July 4,1S2G, the fiftieth anniversary, 


the Centinel app/ared in mourning and 
printed this introductory note : 


"An extraordinary occurrence makes 


t a duty to give our columns the respect- 
'ul garb of mourning, although they are 
levoted to tbe records of tbe most fes- 
Jve celebration of our country's inde- 
>endence since the interesting era of 
;770. Near the close of the celebration 
;o-dayth« venerable John Adams, the 
lenior surviving signer of the immortal 
Jeclaration, and one of the committee 
which reported it, amid tbe aspirations 
of millions in grateful memorial of his 
ervices and thanksgiving for the long 
continuance of his patriarchal life, was 
ranslated from this to a better world. 
Tor many, many years he had been tht 
urviving father of his country, and hav- 
ng on the decease of his great predeces- 
or clothed our journal in weeds of 
mourning no consideration can indnce 
is to omit the same prompt and respect^ 
ul honors to the memory of his early 
associate and constant friend."

To the Bourd uf'Trudees of Peitnxitlvannt 


College, al

GENTLEMEN :—Your action concerning 


the "Franklin Professor of Greek Lan- 
guage and Literature" was officially com- 
munico.ted to him after your adjournment 
and without opportunity of making any 
response to you dtioctly. But as that ac- 
tion has been made public unofficially and 
irresponsibly, it is proper that the public 
should know exactly what it is, and ac- 
cordingly, his response to yon is made in 
this manner.

"specific" or of any sort, is for the good 
reason that there was none that would 
bear the light, and at once stamps your 
action 
us arbitral y. 
Your committee 


spent one day at Gettysburg, inquiring 
into a few things, and went away without 
being able to make out a case sustained by 
credible evidence. From the puerile ques- 
tions put to your Professor then, he was 
convinced of what his own consciousness 
already assured him. that there was noth- 
ing on which ho could be reasonably or 
justly arraigned to his hurt. This your 
inability to find any direct, specific, legi- 
timate charge, is as gratifying as Ills own 
sense of faithfulness.

THE 1UOTOU WAGON TDTEA 


Ari»JUU2I> TO FA1OIS. 


The second motor carriage race of im- 


portance held tu tliis country was run from 
New York city to Irvington and return, 
ou May 80. All the leading motor wag- 
ons both from this country and abroad 
entered, and among them were two from 
the Uuryea company, winners of the Chi- 
cago race last November. Their latest 
model does not differ materially in out- 
ward appearance from the old one, but 
has numerous improvements in both mo- 
tor and running gear. The mechanism 
is entirely concealed from view, and aside 
from a heavy, solid appearance, the car- 
riage looks much like an ordinary buggy 
minus the shafts. 
Entire control, both 


in speeding and steering, if exercised by 
a single lever, and the ease with which 
the wagon is turned, backed, or speeded 
ahead is surprising. A speed of from 
20 to i3 miles per hour is easily obtained 
on a level road, and the traction power 
lor pulling or hill climbing is very great. 
Mr. J. F. Duryea is at present very 
much interested in the problem of the 
application of the motor to farm wagons 
and heavy wagons generally, and he is of 
the opinion that it is not only possible 
Iml probable that within a few years the 
hoiae will be largely superseded in this 
woik. "It will be possible," he sajs, 
"for a farmer to do not only all his truck- 
ing and teaming, but on a stormy day he 
will have bat to put his wagon into his 
barn, remove the motor covering, and he 
will have a stationary engine, capable of 
running his thresher, feed chopper, or 
whatever other machinery he may have." 
That tl is is practicable Mr. Duryea has 
amply nrovod by running hisi factory 
with one of his carriages during repairs 
to liis power plant. Ho has already beon 
approached by the manufacturers of a 
cei tain harvesting machine in regard to 
the feasibility of applying his motoi 
thereto, and believes that the motor may 
be so made as to be interchangeable, so 
thut the farmer may use it ou bin wagon, 
thresher, or whore he will—Am. _,!'//•!-

Experiments in Cattle Fvctling. 


To Detcrmino the Value of Different Foods' 


The finely finished lot of steers fatten- 


ed at the University State Farm are now 
held for aale in dressed form in the 
shambles of the Twin Cities. These ani- 
mals, some 20 head in all, are two and 
three years old respectively, the major 
portion of them being nearer two than 
three years. The average live weight 
was about 1.250 pounds. Some of them 
were feed to determine whether a mod- 
erate or a heavy meal ration is tbe^best 
in a prolonged period of feeding. Others 
were led to show the relative value c^ 
different foods in fattening, and yet 
others to test the value of oil-cake as a 
finishing food when fed in large quan- 
tities along with ground corn. 


This year again it was found that 


steers, fed au average of 10 pounds of 
meal per day during the entire fattening 
period, make at least as much' gain dur- 
ing the flve months of the experiment as 
those fed an average of 14 pounds per 
day. The feeders of the State use much 
larger quantities of food, as a rule; hence 
the inference that much of the food thus 
used must be wasted. In othor words, 
when animals are being finished they 
will take more concentrated food than 
they can properly digest if it is fed to 
them. It was found that a free ration 
of oil meal and corn produced extraordi- 
nary gains for a short period, that is to 
say, for about 70 days, but that If con- 
tinued much longer than the poriod 
named the animals began to get shaky 
011 their limbs. In other words, they 
could not be carried much longer than 
71) to «l> days without a modification of 
diet.— Minneapolis 'J^imes.

IIINTS AND IU3CIPES. 


Salt should never be added to new 


milk when cooking, aa it will cause it to 
curdle. 


To prevent cake adhering to the pan 


when baked, scatter a little Hour ovc-r 
the greased surface before pouring in the 
dough. 


It is said that if the hands are rublied 


ou a stick of celery after peeling onions, 
the disagreeable smell will be entirely 
removed. 


Wood ashes put iu the water and pour- 


ed in vessels retaining odors of onionsi 
cabbages, or fish, will entirely destroy 
them. 


Strong muriatic aeJd, applied with a 


cloth, and the spot washed thoroughly 
with watei, is recommended to remove 
ink-stains from boards. 


JSoiled onions freely eaten by children 


once a week will keep them from being 
troubled by worms. 


Alum and salt in equal parts, pulveriz- 


ed and put in an aching tooth on a bit of 
cotton, will relieve tlio ache. 


It is said that essential oil of turpen- 


tine rubbed briskly on rheumatic joiuts 
will relieve almost immediately. 


1'or bee or wasp stings use lean raw 


meat applied to the ating and changed 
occasionally. It Is said to euro the bite 
of a rattlesnake. 


For a bruise apply cloths wrung from 


hot water, and changed until the pain 
ceases. 
This prevents discoloration. 


Never put cold water on a bruise. 


Carpets should be thoroughly beaten 


on the wrong side first, and then on the 
right, after which spots may be removed 
by the use of ox gall or ammonia and 
water. 


Horseradish cut m thin strips length- 


wise, and a dozen or more of these strips 
placed on the top of each keg of pickles, 
will keep them from becoming stale or 
moldy. 


If ink is spilled ou colored goods that 


will not bear acids, soak them immedi- 
ately in sweet milk boiled hot. Hot 
melted tallow poured through ink spots 
will also remove them. 


A teaspoonful of borax put in the last 


water in which clothes are rinsed will 
whiten them surprisingly. Pound the 
borax, BO it will dissolve easily. This is 
especially good to remove the yellow 
that times gives to white garments that 
have been laid away for two or three 
years. 


l)id you ever try canning sliced cucum- 


bers to use early in the winter ? They 
are very nice. Slice them as you would 
for table use, let them lie in cold water 
a few minutes, then put into glass jars 
and add a little salt and pepper as you 
put them in, then fill the jar with cold 
vinegar and seal tightly. 


One ounce of alum dissolved in one 


quart of water will be sullicieut as a 
remedy again squash bugs and cucum- 
ber beetles. It is also an effective rem- 
edy for cabbage worms. It should be 
sprayed on the plants by means of a 
syringe with a line rose nozzle. 


To make an impermeable glue, soak 


ordinary glue in water until it softens, 
and remove it before it has lost its primi- 
tive form. After this dissolve it iu lin- 
seed oil over a slow lire until it is brought 
to the consistence of a jelly. This glue 
may be used for joining many kinds of 
material. In addition to strength and 
hardness, it has the advantage of resist- 
ing the action of water. 


POT POURRI. — Gather rose petals. 


Put into a china bowl a handful of leaves 
then one of salt, and so on till all the 
leaves are used. 
Cover the top with 


salt. Let it remain five days, stirring 
twice a day. They should now be moist. 
Add three ouuces whole allspice, one 
ounce stick cinnamon, broken to bits. 
Let stand a week, turning daily from top 
to bottom. Then place in the perma- 
nent jar the stock layer by layer. 
Sprinkle between fhe layers one ounce 
cloves, one ounce allspice, one ounce cin- 
namon, two nutmegs, some ginger-root, 
half an ounce anise-seed, some lavender 
flowers, two ounces powered orris root, 
ten grains of finest.muck. Then add 
essential oils at pleasure--ro8e, geranium, 
bergamot, or any to suit taste. Moisten 
the compound with cologne, orange 
(lower water, or rose water. Orange and 
lemon peel and freshly dried flowers of 
scented varieties may be added to the 
mixture. The compound will require 
moistening from time to time and will 
improve with age.
